law by himself, Chosen postmaster of New. Sa-

‘lows as a “comer.” 

They knew him as a droll fellow who could set 
‘a group off into a gale of laughter with one of 
his funny stories, told in his high-pitched, sing- 
‘song, nasal voice, Yes, Abe Lincoln was “good 
company” but there was no reason to believe 
that he would ever become famous. So the fact 
that February. 12 was his birthday didn’t mean 
2 thing to the men who sat beside him in a room 
in the little two-story brick building . ta~ Van- 
dalia—the capital of the sovereign state of IIli- 
nois. If they could have looked into the future 


part of the United States, how their eyes would 

» have bulged with surprise! Can't you hear them 
exclaiming: “In honor of. Abe Lincoin? Why,

So the “celebration” of Lincoln’s birthday a 
hundred years ago was no celebration at all, for 
the very good reason that no one, not even the 
tan himself, considered it of any importance.
